In this case the apparatus (electrical circuit) as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process such as a process for color enhancement, color 
control or for image display. Also, The Helmet Display Unit can be used to practice another and 
materially difference process such as in the application of surgery, virtual reality, and computer 
games.
